PLAYERS’ INSURANCE FUND 


RULES AND BY-LAWS FOR YEAR 1928. 


1. The Metropolitan Soccer Football Association her 
augurates a Compulsory Insurance Fund for the monetary ass= 
of players injured whilst playing as hereinafter provided. 

2. Claims will-only be considered from duly registered 
on the bocks of the Metropolitan Soccer Football Association = 
whilst playing in games sdnctioned by the Metropolitan Asse 
and/or the N.S.W. Soccer Football Association; the fund not te 
to competitions controlled by any other Association, except 
registered second grade players of thé Mlawarra ‘Association — 
may be included by the Management Committee. 

3. The claimaits must make personal report of accident 
Management Committee of the Metropolitan Association ne- 
than the Monday fellowing such accident, and at the same time 
in a written report endorsed by the Captain and Hon. Seecres 
officer of the Club, accompanied by a Medical Certificate thas 
unable to follow his usual occupation. In the event of a player 
unable, through being incapacitated, to personally report to tie 
agement Committee; same to be notified when a written reporm 
be accepted from claimant or from some person with his (claim: 
authority and on his behalf. 

4. No claim will be allowed where the player takes part @& 
game within 8 days after receiving injury for whiéh claim is 
no Glaim.fer less than three days to be recognised. 

The fund shall be administered by the Management Com 
who shall be the Tzustees of same. 

5. Affiliated Clubs to the Metropolitan Association shall 
sum of at least Four Pounds (£4) for each team entering i 
Metropolitan competitions. This entitles a player to a benefit 
per week, provided the conditions are complied with. Clubs 
elect to pay a sum of £8 for each team entering the compe’ 
and in the case, of players covered by such subscription the 
shall be Two Pounds (£2) per week. 

6. Allowances will not be made to any player for more 
thirteen (13) weeks in all in any’ one season. : 

7. In the event of claims at any time absorbing all incom= 
ther benefits shall cease, and; members subscribe on this 
standing. 

8. Any claimants claiming allowance for any period beyar 
week shall procure a renewal or further Medical Certificate 
in the view of the Management Committee-justifies the further 
ance, and so en from week to week.
